Prompted, according to his vic- 
tim, by insane jealousy of atten- 
tions paid her by other men, J. P. 
McIntyre, a moulder, 27 years old, 
who lives in Marietta, shot down 
Miss Sarah Rhoda Kemp, about 25 
years old, at 6 o’clock last night at 
the corner of West Cain and Bartow 
streets, only a few doors from Miss 
Kemp’s boarding place, which is at 
79 West Cain street. 

Immediately after the shooting 
MoIntyre fled and made good his 
escape. Miss Kemp was sent to 
Grady hospital in a critical condi- 
tion from the effects of the wound 
inflicted by the pistol] bullet, which 
entered her chest on the left side, 
grazing her left lung and narrowly 
missing her heart.- 

This is not the first trouble that 
has occurred between McIntyre, who 
it is said is a married man with 
three children, and Miss Kemp, it

cording to the statement of Sheriff 
Swanson, of Cobb county, McIntyre 
‘Was several years ago jailed and 
held under a $500 bond to answer 
serious charges preferred by Miss 
Kemp’s parents. The trial later fell 
through, however, he added, because 
of failure by the principal witness 
to push the case.

RELIEF MEASURE 


10 PASS TODAY 


Polls Taken by Senate 
Leaders Show Only 
About 20 Votes in Oppo- 
sition to President’s Bill. 


Washington, January 23.—Passage 
tomorrow of the administration bil) 
for food relief in Europe was pre- 
dicted tonight by leaders, advocates 
and opponents after another day of 
debate which proceeded with only 
a few members in their seats. Very 
few speeches are expected tomorrow 
and polls taken by leaders toda} 
were said to havé showed only about 
twenty votes in opposition to the 
measure. 

The bi-partisan support for the bill 
was further indicated today. Speak- 
ers urging the passage of the meas- 
ure included Senator Hitchcock of 
Nebraska, democrat, chairman of the 


foreign relations committee, and 
Senators Smodt, of Utah, and Kel- 
logg, of Minnesota, republicans. 
Principal opponents in the day’s de- 
bate were Senators Cummins, of 
Iowa, and Sherman, of Illinois, re- 
publicans. 


Sam Not for Charity. 


Declaring that the proposed ap- 
propriation was not for charity, Sen- 
ator Hitchcock urged the senate to 
aid President Wilson and his work 
at the peace conference by voting 
the fund. 

Its rejection, he declared, would 
involve repudiation of America’s rep- 
resentatives. 

Food Administrator Hoover, who 
has. been severely attacked by op- 
ponents of the bill, was highly 
praised by Senator Hitchcock and 
also by Senator Smoot. The Nebras- 
ka senator said attacks on Mr. 
Hoover were “stabs in the back” 
and he joined Senator Smoot in com- 
mending the food administration's 
work in fixing livestock and meat 
prices, declaring hoth consumers and 
producers had been protected. 

Senator Cummins, in opposing the 
bill, declared that it commits the 
American government to a policy of 
internationalism and guardianship of 
Buropean nations, 
Sherman asserted that part of the 
gmoney would be used to feed Rus- 
sian bolshevists, 

“Wilson as Don Quixote. 


Complete elimination of Germany 
as a military factor in the world 
was advocated by Senator Cummins, 
who argued that with Germany im- 
potent to attack any nation, a league 
of nations would be unnecessary. 
He said Germany should be denied 
an army and navy and be required 
to pay indemnities for the ruin 
wrought by her forces on land, on 


the sea and in the air. 


Senator Sherman declared the pro- 
posed appropriation was not a re- 
lief fund but “a campaign fund,” 
and he referred to President Wilson 
as a “knight errant” in Europe 
“fighting windmills.” 

The lllinois senator said the 
agreement on a Russian policy 
reached at Paris proposed recogni- 
tion of the bolshevik government 
and in this connection he inveigh- 
ed against socialist propaganda, 
which, he said, was being forwafded 
to by professors in nearly evew 
American college. Denouncing these 
professors as ‘fire brands of sedi- 
tion,” Senator Sherman said some 
men of their type were attached to 
the American peace mission.

Archangel, Wednesday, January 
22.—(By the Associated Press.)—The 
Bolsheviki are continuing’ their 
shelling of the American positions 
at Ust Padenga, thirty miles south 
of Skenkursk, and the American ar- 
tillery id replying to the enemy fire. 
The infantry attack which the Bol- 
viki were expected to make yester- 
day failed to materialize. 

Peasants say that the Bolsheviki 
suffered five hundred casualties in 
the infantry attack of January 1%, 
leaving many wounded who froze to 
death in the forest. The American 
casualties in the fight were less than 
fifty, all told. 


BUTTER DROPS 5 CENTS,

Chicago, January 23.—Butter 
dropped §& cents a pound today, 
wholesale. This makes a total foll 
of 15 cents a pound in less than two

TEACHERS ADDRESSED 
BY HEADS OF BOARD 


Another Meeting Will Be 
Held Monday, When In- 
structors Will Offer Plan 
for Getting the Needed 
Funds. 


“Immediate relief is the only thing 
that will save your school system. 
We can lIjve—we can get bread 
some way—but what are your chil- 
dren going to do?” 

That was the ultimatum that was 
delivered Thursday afternoon by 
President C. E. Phillips, of the At- 
lanta Teachers’ association, who was 
addressing the president of the 
board of education, Paul L. Fleming, 
Vice President Fred E. Winburn, 
Mayor James I;.. Key; School Com- 
missioners W. H. Terrell and S. B. 
Turman, who had gathered at the 
Commercial High school to meet 
with the 750 white teachers of At- 
lanta, ang to present to the teach- 
ing body of the city the reasons why 
‘the present school board could not 
grant an increase of 30 per cent in 
the pay of the Atlanta public school 
teachers. 

Addresses had been made by all 
the school board members present, 
who explained (the stortage of 
money that is hampering the board 
of education as well as other de- 
partments of the city, and or 
James L. Key had asked that the 
teachers of the city take part in 
the program to increase the tax rate 
of Atlanta, which he presented to 
them as the only means by which 
the necessary funds could be raised 
by which teachers’ salaries can 
be increased. He promised that 
should the teachers and others be- 
come active and secure a pledge 
from the Fulton county delegation 
in the legislature to favor the tax 
rate increase, he would go befvure 
council himself and ask that the 
funds which would accrue from 
such tax increase be anticipated to 
the extent that the teachers be 
granted the asked-for increase in 
salaries, paying it*to them at once, 


Pian Not Approved. 


The plan of Mayor. Key, however; 
met with a cold reception, dnd al- 
though no pian was offered by Mr.

The Auditorium, which seats about 
800 people, was filled to overflow- 
ing, when Acting Superintendent 
Charles 8S. Culver introduced Presi- 
dent Paul L. Fleming, of the new 
school board. Just how interested 
the teachers have become in the re- 
sult of the actions of the board of 
education, with reference to their 
petition for increased pay and how 
close they are sticking together, in 
the effort to enforce their demands, 
was evidenced by the fact that pruc- 
tically every white teacher in the 
city was present when President 
Fleming arose to speak.

ELECTION CALLED 


Money Will Be Used for 
Waterworks, Electrical 
Plant, Cyclorama Build- 
ing and Fire Deptrnee 
Motorization... 


Without. @ dissenting vate . the 
resolution of the finance commit- 
tee calling for an _ election on 
March 5 to vote on a bond issue of 
$1,000,000. for needed construction 
in various departments of the city 
waa adopted by co cil at its spe- 
cial meeting on Taunigey afternoon 
and later concurred in by the al- 
dermanic board, 

The bonds are to be divided as 
follows: $500,000 for additional 
pumps and improvements in the 
system of waterworks, $100,000 for 
erecting a building for the cyclo- 
rama and museum in Grant park, 
$100,000 for motorizing the fire de- 
partment, $300,000 for constructing 
a plant for generating electricity 
and a distribution system in con- 
nection therewith at the crematory. 

The bond issue has been looked 
forward to by city officials for some 
time, and the necessity for it has 
been an accepted policy in council 
ever since the bond election of last 
year was defeated, which “would 
have denied the city the two new 
Pumps for the waterworks which 
are now being constructed, had not 
Mayor Candler personal!? signed th 
contract.

$350,000 needed in 1919. Not only 
the finance committee, but the entire 
councilmanic body feels a strong 
sense of obligation in securing the 
money to make good Mr. Candler’s 
assistance to the city, and are de- 
termined to do so by other means, 
should the bonds fail by any possible 
chance, 

Bond Law Changed. 

The amounts designated are prac- 
tically the same as were included in 
the bond issue for $800,000 which 
was put up to the people last year, 
but failed to pass because the law 
at that time required the consent of 
two-thirds. of the registered voters 
of the city. Practically all who 
went to the polls supported the 
bonds, but the total number of 
those voting fet} below the re- 
quired two-thirds. 

The law has now been changed 
so that a new debt may be incurred 
by a municipality provided it has 
the assent of tweethirds of the 
qualified voters participating in ‘the 
election if they make up a ma- 
jority of the registered voters. It is 
this new provision of the law which 
has made city officials hopeful of 
the success of the bond election and 
has made the finance committee 
willing to anticipate the funds

“Like these latter settlements, the 
Chino-Japanese treaties contain

“of the belligerent powers in 
order—to quote the opening sen- 
tence of Japan’s ultimatum (May 
7, 1915) under whose duress and co- 
ercion China was forced to sign the 
documents—‘To adjust matters to 
meet the new situation created by 
the war between ~~ and Ger- 
many.’

“The parallel between the two 
sets of war transactions runs in 
other directions. One more may be 
cited. Like the acts of Brest- 
Litovsk and of Bucharest, the Chino-

“BONE DRY” MEASURE 
PASSED BY ALABAMA 


Montgomery, Ala., January 23.— 
The Alabama senate today passed 
the house bill that will make Ala- 
bama one of the driest states in the 
union. The bill goes to Governor 
Kilby for his signature, which he 
has announced will be placed on it 
Friday morning, and will immedi- 
ately affect shipments of liquor into 
the state under the present two- 
quart law. 

The law authorizes the state to 
confiscate vehicles used to transport 
liquor and prevents the sale of sub- 
stitute beverages that resemble in- 
toxicating liquor. 

It is further prescribed that doc- 
tors to obtain liquor must file an 
affidavit with the probate judge 
that it is needed. All appliances 
used in making alcoholic liquors 
are declared contraband by the law. 

A penalty is prescribed making 
the punishment for manufacturing 
liquor at from one year to not more 
than five years. 

The law makes it unlawful to 
bring into the state any quantity of 
liquor except that the measure does 
not apply to the possession of cor-

Washington, January 23.—Testi- 
fying before the senate committee 
invvestigating German propaganda 
Archibald Stevenson, of the military 
intelligence bureau, said today that 
representatives of the Bolshevik 
movement already have organized 
soviets in the industrial centers of 
this country and that their plans 
contemplate eventual seizure of the 
government. 

Mr. Stevenson also said evidence 
exists that Germans in the United 
States have begun a post-war prop- 
aganda with a view to exerting an 
influence which would make the 
peace terms imposed on Germany 
less onerous. He called the commit- 
tee’s attention to a recent editorial 
in The New York Staats Zeitung, 
which he said endeavored to con- 
vey the idea that American soldiers 
overseas had come to regard the 
Germans in a light other than that 
of enemies. 

Bolshevik Scheols Established. 

Leaders of the Bolshevik move- 
ment in this country, Mr. Stevenson 
testified, included John Reed, who, 
he said, was the consul general at 
New York for the Russian soviet 
gove Albert Rhys Wal-.

London, January 23.—Leon Trot- 
sky, the Russian minister of war, 
has ordered Zinovieff, the Bolshevik 
governor of Petrograd, to surren- 
der that city without a fight, if it 
is attacked by the northern Rus- 
sian forces, according to an Ex- 
change Telegraph dispatch from 
Copenhagen. 

In northern Russia, the dispatch 
adds, the Bolshevik forces have 
been defeated and a iarge part of 
them have surrendered. In addition 
‘great numbers ‘of peasants are re- 
‘ported to be in revolt in various 
parts of Bolshevik Russia. 


Zinovieff is a close associate of 
Premier Lenine.

Paris, January 23.—(By the Assd- 
ciated Press.)\—Whether the effort 
of the great powers to tranqullize 
Russia was to succeed or fail, was 
still in the balance tonight. No reply 
had come from the Bolsheviki or 
from any other faction, and as the 
wireless message embodying the 
Proposal of the associated powers 
was not sent until 2 o’clock this 
morning, some days may intervene 
before anything definite is known. 

In the meantime, prominent anti« 
Bolshevik leaders in Paris are not 
clear on their course, and the first 
reports that they were favorable to 
the plan have been followed by s 
statement by such leaders as Ser<- 
gius Sazonoff that they would not 
sit at the table with assassins. 

The semi-official Temps also as-< 
serts that the supreme council’s pro< 
posal permits traitors who withdrew 
Russia from the war and turned the 
entire German strength against 
France to be received on the same 
footing as the faithful.” 

The American and British dele« 
gates feel, however, that the prog 
posal was the only course open. 

Information reaching the allies in- 
dicates that the Bolsheviki have a 
powerful army in which discipline is 
being enforced. In view of this in- 
formation one of the premiers point- 
ed out today that the Bolsheviki 
could only be combated by a large 
number of allied troops which would 
have to be on the spot immediately 
whereas none of the governments 
could ask people.already wearied 
by war to undertake another Jdarge _ 
military expedition. 

Subjects for Saturday. 

The council of the great powers 
today definitely set forth four main 
subjects to be presented at the full 
conference on Saturday—first, inter- 
national labor legislation; second, 
responsibility and punishments for 
the war; third, indemnities; fourth, 
internationalization of ports, water- 
ways and railways. 

These subjects are not to be dis- 
cussed in detail, but will be imme- 
diately referred to committees for 
study and report. The American 
members of these committees were 
selected at an extended conference 
between President Wilson and the 
American delegates this afternoon. 

The American plans on the first 
topic are already well advanced. 
While there is no definite informa- 
tion on the second point, relative to 
responsibility and,punishments for 
the war, the sentimen®? in American 
quarters inclines to a negative atti- 
tude with some suggestions that 
those responsible who have fled 
from Germany should be returned 
for Germany to deal with. 

.Teoday’s Meeting. 

The third subject, indemnities, 
will not be presented In the confer- 
ence with the amounts claimed by 
each government, but a committee 
will be charged with the task of as- 
sembling those amounts and also of 
determining the probable maximum 
the enemy powers are able to pay. 

The meeting tomorrow will have 
added importance in bringing to- 
gether the supreme war council, 
with President Wilson, the premiers 
| and foreign ministers, reinforced by 
Marshal Foch, Field Marshal Haig,

“We are 
asked by Mayor Key ‘are you ready 
to get out and back up a campaign 
for a raise in the tax rate” and 1 
answer, right now we are not 
ready.

Before the meeting adjourned 
Mayor Key again took the platform 
to state that should the raise in tax 
rates be assured he would ask that 
the money be at once provided to 
pay increases in teachers’ salaries 
and that they would not have to 
wait until December as had been 
intimated. 

President Phillips said: “If he is 
willing to anticipate the money so 
we can find an increase in our next 
pay check which is due in about 
twelve days, we will go to work—”

Increase Earning Capacity. 

The enlargement of the water- 
works system will increase the earn- 
ing capacity of that department, 
it is said. The motorization of the 
fire department will save money for 
the city, in addition to giving At- 
lanta the up-to-date equipment which 
her size demands. 

A very large source of revenue is 
expected from the electric plant, 
which will utilize the waste steam 
at the crematory. The city clerk 
now holds a letter from the Georgia 
Railway and Power company, writ- 
ten toward the end of 1917, whereby 
that corporation agrees to purchasp 
any amount of current which might 
be generated by a plant at the 
crematory at the same rate which 
the city is paying for power at the 
Hemphill pumping station. 

It has been estimated that such @ 
plant would bring more than $100,- 
000 into the city treasury yearly. If 
no coal is burned there would prob- 
ably be 800 kilowatts generated in 
aday. This would equal 19,000 kilo- 
watt hours, but by using coal] the 
figures would go much higher. The 
city’s garbage is much less now than 
two years ago, as a result of the 
food conservation movement, but the 
city electrician has calculated that 
if 250 tons of garbage were burned 
daily, which is the capacity of the 
crematory, there could be made 1,500 
kilowatts of current. 


Will Comserve Power. 


This scheme will not only conserve 
power for the city, but for the Geor- 
gia Railway and Power company 4s 
well. They will be able to furnish 
greater current to their customers 
and will be able to sell what they 
buy from the city at a profit, it was 
pointed out by city officials. 

An ordinance, also introduced by 
the finance committee, was adopt- 
ed, creating a special bond commis- 
sion to see that the proceeds of the 
bonds, if voted, shall be expended

Judge Newman Now Sup- 
ports Federal Judges 
Bill. 

Washington, January 23.—(Spe- 
cial.)—The house bill of Represent- 
ative Carlin preva for an in- 
crease in the pay of federal judges 
and providing for additional zones 
under specified circumstances, has 
passed the house, and, with trivial 
amendment, has passed the senate. 

It is expected that these amend- 
ments will not materially interfere 
with the original purposes of the 
bill, and that an agreement will be 
reached under which the house will 
concur in the senate amendment in- 
creasing the salaries of district 
judges from $6,000 to $7,500 and in- 
creasing the salaries of circuit 
judges from $7,000 to $8,500 per an- 
num. 

The bill also provides that where 
a judge has attained the age of 7# 
years and fails to exercise his privi- 
lege of retiring on full pay, an ad- 
ditional judge may be appointed un- 

er specified circumstances, when- 
ever the interest of justice may re- 
quire. 


Circumstances Changed. 


This provision of the bill has been 
generally confused with a measure 
which originated at the last session 
of congress and which waa strongly 
backed by Senator Hoke Smith, but 
which failed of passage, all of the 
members of the lower house of con- 
gress from Georgia finally uniting 
in opposition to the bill. 

Circumstances affecting the pro- 
legislation have grreativ 
changed since the former bill was 


' defeated, and the present measure 


has been stripped of its objectiona- 
ble features. 

The present bill, as passed bv the 
house and senate, has received the 
open and cordial support of Judge 
W. T. Newman, whose opposition to 
the former measure, backed vy the 
opposition of the Georgia 
bar, resulted in the defeat of thaf 
measure. 

Delegation Supports Bill. 

The purposes ane effect of the 
pending bill have been generally ap- 
proved by the bench and bar, and 
the measure has the unanimous sup- 
port of the Georgia delegation in 
congress.

“Be it Resolved” A Plea 
_ For Proper Aids to Reading 
~~ By Isma Dooly 


‘Whereas, the activities ‘of the ‘moment are requiring that women 
tions which require they use their 
eyes both in reatling reference books, in writing letters, and in read- 
ing motions, reports and official communications in-public, thereby pre- 
cipitating a strain on normal eyes; 

Whereas, the stress and strain of modern life has so affected eyes 
that the average man and woman finds that very early in life he or 
‘she must, in and writing, have the aid that glasses or spec- 
tacles given; 

Whereas, the bad lighting in public meeting places, and even in 
some homes, is further taxing the eyes; 

And whereas, the straining of the eyes precipitates lines on the 
forehead over the eyes, making women look older than they are; be it 

Resolved, That. all women who have to use their eyes to the point 
of taxing them make up their minds that on public or official duty 
where they must read reports, etc., to audiences, that they will do away 
with the use of lorgnettes and adopt either spectacles or glasses, thus 
to assure direct perusal of the program, which can not be if women have 
to stop to turn their papers or manipulate the manuscript in their hand 
while rendering first aid to failing eyes with the eR unsatisfactory 
implement—the lorgnette. 

The Charm of the Lorgnette. 

I wish that this resolution could be passed by ali so-called organ- 
ized women, those who must use their eyes in public place@and who 
must stand before audiences.and in any way read to them or make re- 
ports from writing. 

I hope there will never be a time when women become so very 
practical they will leave off with their pretty clothes those .accessories 
of the dressy toilets, one of which is a lorgnette. Nothing is more 
charming than.a lorgnette with the dinner toilet, that for the matinee, 
or that for the lecture when a noted speaker is to address the com- 
pany. When a woman who is well dressed and seated in graceful pos- 
ture listening to a superior mind express itself, calmly adjusts a 
lorgnette to a pair_of pretty eyes, the lace dropping from an elbow 
sleeve, showing a well-rounded forearm, she is perfectly justifiable. 
Indeed, such an action may be construed as a part of her duty as an 
ornament to society. 

A woman who gracefully uses a jeweled lorgnette to read the menu 
at dinner is likewise doing a becoming thing, and a ‘lorgnette is quite 
as pretty an accessory of the opera toilet as \the fan is, or the opera 
or vanity bag. 

A lorgnette is an especially suitable accessory for a classieal mu- 
sical event, when people between the features of the program desire 
to look around and see those who are present capable of appreciat- 
ing the music. I can see that a Browning afternoon for some people, 
or an evening with Lester Ward fer others, a lorgnette would be a most 
useful ornament with which to muse and look into space. 

Business Meeting Unsuitable. 

But at a meeting where a company of earnest women are working 
to do some public service, some service to their country or the com- 
munity, or endeavoring to accomplish some business related thereto, 
strike a point in their part of the meeting when their eyes are over- 
strained, lorgnettes are not the first aid they need; but real good 
glasses or spectacles which have been.recommended by some accred- 
ited oculist. 

I_ have seen the entire front row of a meeting upset, thus dis- 
tracting the-others behind, when a woman has undertaken to read a 
resolution or paper with the aid of a lorgnette. She holds the paper 
in her left hand adjusts the lorgnette with her right and gets through 
until there comes the turning point of the paper. If there is a table 
near her she is saved to the extent that she lays down either paper 
or lorgnette until the paper is turned. - If there is no table, she is apt 
to drop either, whereupon the front row of the audience begins to help 
her out by leaning over to'‘pick up either, and few women, at meet- 
ings or any other public places, can comfortably or conveniently lean 
forward and pick up anything. 

Now the old idea that spectacles or glasses indicate age is an ex- 
ploded one, for, pitiful to relate, if you go into progressive schools, 
where public health laws are being enforced, there will be many little 
children, even in the kindergarten grades, wearing glasses. Weak 
eyes, near-sightedness, far-sightedness and other ailments of the eye 
may develop at the earliest age, therefore vanity should no longer keep 
women from taking the proper care of their eyes and rendering first aid 
to them in the proper way when they require it. 


I repeat that lorgnettes are not only a pretty accessory of the toilet, 
but if cefully used at the right-time and in the right place they are 
rolds ng and most becoming. They are handsome as an ornament 
sometimes, but there are‘times when they peeve, and when women are 
transacting serious business is one of the times.

New York January 23.—Among 
traders and speculators on the stock 
exchange today a more hopeful sen- 


|timent prevailed, although @ere was 


increasing. realization that the 
course of the securities market is 
largely dependent upon impending 
industrial and monetary conditions. 

The tense foreign labor situation 
found an echo in affairs at home, 
especially as affecting the textile 
trade, but the trend of money of- 
fered hope of further relaxation of 
rates for time funds. 

Details of the new British loan 
announced by the fis agent of 
that government here have already 
been discounted by the formation of 
a powerful banking syndicate to un- 
derwrite that offering.

London, January 23.—A wireless 
dispatch received from Madrid says 
reports from frontier towns are to 
the effect that Portuguese war ves- 
sels are bombarding Oporto, which 
is still in the control of the mon- 
archists. 

The dispatch adds that rumors 
persist that former King Manuel is 
about to land in Portugal, 

| ‘Reports Contradictory. 

Paris, January 23.—Contradic- 
tory advices on the status of the 
monarchist revolution..in Portugal 
were at hand today. A wireless 
dispatch from Madrid quotes a Vigo 
telegram as stating that the move- 
ment has assumed a more serious 
character. On the other hand, Lis- 
bon advices declare that the govern- 
ment is on the point of quelling the 
rising. 

The Official Journal of the Lis- 
bon government has premulgated 
a decree inflicting heavy fines upon 
the districts of Oporto, Vizeu and 
Braga, where the monarchists have 
been in control. 

Portuguese circles in this city are 
greatly concerned over the situa- 
tion in their country. They fear, 
especially, that their possessions in 
Africa, forming the third largest co- 


lonial empire on that continent, may 
come into question and that some 
European state may point out that 
Portugal being in a state of anarchy, 
is unfit to rule other peoples.
